Wayne Paper Mills.

Mills, capital stock $150,000, have been incorporated. The 
company will manufacture and sell paper and will sink and 
operate wells for petroleum and natural gas in Blackford 
County. The directors are A. B. Trentman, Louis Fox, 
Charles McCulloch, B. S. O’Connor, H. C. Paul, Max 
Hoffman, John Mohr, Jr., M. B. Fisher, H. J. Miller and 


C. H. Worden. 





The Remington-Martin Company. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., September 17.—The capital stock 
of the Remington-Martin Company, of this place, the in- 
corporation of which was announced in last week’s issue 
of Tue Paper TRADE JOURNAL, has been placed at $300,- 
000, consisting of shares of $100 each. The capital stock 
is to be divided into common and preferred stock, $150,- 
000 of each. The preferred is to be entitled to a cumulative 
dividend of 6 per cent., payable semi-annually. 

The directors of the company and their stock holdings 
are as follows: Charles R. Remington, 110 shares; 
Charles H. Remington, 500 shares; George B. Kemp, 
-0 shares; Francis M. Hugo, 20 shares, all of Watertown, 
and Orin E. Martin, of Norwood, 250 shares. 

The proposed development of the Norfolk water power 
on which the company’s mills will be located is taking 
tangible shape and points to an extensive paper mill 
plant, which will consist of four buildings, a pulp mill, 
134 feet 6 inches by 94 feet; a beater room, 169% by 103 
eet; a machine room, 203 by 82 feet, larges enough to 
contain two machines, one making a sheet of paper 166 
inches wide and the other a somewhat smaller machine, 
ind a finishing room, 183 by 79 feet. The finishing room 
will be five stories high and the other buildings two and 
three. These buildings will be constructed of concrete, 
which will be manufactured on the spot by a specially 
designed concrete making plant, which has been pur- 
chased and is to be shipped at once. These buildings are 
to be erected on the east side of the river, opposite the 
village of Norfolk. Work has begun in the way of 
excavating for foundation walls, and a mammoth tail- 
race, 70 feet wide and 23 feet deep, is well started. About 
8 feet of this tailrace is earth and loose rock and the re- 
mainder is blue limestone, which will be crushed as 
removed and used in making the concrete for the walls 
and foundations of the buildings. 

The power for this mammoth mill will be secured by 
putting a dam across the river some distance above and 
bringing the water down in a flume 35 feet wide and 18 
feet deep, delivering it upon the wheels at a head of 44 


feet, developing 7,000 horse power. The building of this 
dam and flume is no small job in the way of engineering, 
as the dam will be in places 20 or 25 feet high and the 
flume must be carried on great stone piers. 

To secure transportation for raw and manufactured 
goods a railroad will be built from the plant to the Rome, 
Watertown and Ogdensburg road at what is known as 
Marble Hill Crossing, a distance of 2% or 3 miles. 
Gangs of men are at work grading for this road, which 
runs up the river from the plant site, along the bank, 
passing at the foot of the hill at the northern end of 
Slab. City. F. M. 


New Paper Mill for Hartford. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Hartrorp, Conn., September 17.—A new industry is 
promised for this city in the organization of the Hartford 
Board Company, which will conduct a paper mill in the 
building formerly occupied by the Connecticut Valley 
Lumber Company on Colt’s Dyke, near where the Park 
River empties into the Connecticut. The company is or- 
ganized with a capital of $10,000, all of which has been paid 
in. The product of the company will be binders’ and other 
boards. 

The stockholders of the company are: Thomas F. Gar- 
van, of this city, 51 shares; E. C. Walker, of East Hart- 
ford, 35 shares; O. H. Briggs, of Springfield, 10 shares; 
A. M. Garvan and E. J. Garvan, both of this city, two 
shares each. E. C, Walker has been elected president of 
the company, O. H. Briggs vice-president, A. M. Garvan 
secretary and T. F. Garvan treasurer. All of the stock- 
holders are directors. Mr. Walker, the president of the 
company, has had many years of experience in the paper 
trade. For a long time he has had the entire management 
of the mills in Burnside, owned by J. H. Walker, of New 
York. The capacity of the mills at Burnside is 10 tons a 
day of fine book and writing paper. Mr. Briggs has been 
connected with paper mills all his life. He was lately with 
the American Writing Paper Company, and has been in 
charge of some of the largest mills of the country. He 
will be superintendent of the plant, and will have direct 
charge of the work at the mill. Thomas F. Garvan, the 
treasurer of the new company, has been associated for the 
past ten years with his father, P. Garvan, in the paper busi- 
ness at Nos. 205 and 207 State street, this city. The gen- 
eral management of the mill will be in charge of Mr. 
Garvan. The experience of the stockholders insures suc- 
cess for the new enterprise. 

The company now has a gang of men at work getting the 
building in shape, and it is expected that operations will 
begin about November 1. The output at the beginning will 
be 4 tons a day, and employment will be given to twenty 
operatives. The plant will be run by steam. The building 
is 40x125 feet, two stories high. There is a dock privilege 
on the Connecticut River and a spur track can be put in 
from the Valley road should the business of the company 
warrant. There is ample space in the building for the com- 
pany to enlarge its output, and one of the stockholders 
stated that it was the intention to triple the output as soon 
as business warranted it. Conn. 





A New Mill for Carthage.

SULPHITE LITIGATION. 


American Sulphite Pulp Company 
and Infringers Settle Differences. 


The Plaintiff and the Defendants Have Come to an Agree- 
ment, and All Suits Now Filed Against Infringers 
on the Russell Lining Patent Will 
Be Withdrawn.

Boston, Mass., September 19.—The legal controversies 
between the American Sulphite Pulp Company, of this city, 
and the several sulphite manufacturers sued for infringe- 
ment of the Russell digester lining patent are ended and 
all suits will be withdrawn, The settlement is said to be 
satisfactory to all parties concerned. DELESDERNIER. 


At the office of the International Paper Company yester- 
day it was stated that no information as to the termination 
of the sulphite litigation had been received, and that noth- 
ing was known as to such a result. Others in the local 
market interested in sulphite matters also stated that they 
had no knowledge of the matter. 


American Sulphite Manufacturers’ Association. 


The American Sulphite Manufacturers’ Association held 
an important meeting at Montreal, Canada, yesterday 
(Wednesday). As the session was long, a full account of 
the proceedings cannot be given this week. However, THE 
Paper TrApvE JOURNAL is authorized to report that four 
Wisconsin and five Canadian sulphite mills have applied 
for admission into the association. The names of the mills 
so applying are withheld until the action of the meeting is 
known. 

The principal reason assigned for the application of these 
outside mills for membership in the association is that the 
association has proved itself to be an organization of great 
strength this summer. The fact that it has maintained 
prices during the dull season is taken as proof of this. Just 
what benefit membership in the association will be to the 
Canadian mills is at this time not quite clear. It is sur 
mised, however, that the Canadian manufacturers are con- 
fident of making more money by working in harmony with 
the sulphite men on this side of the border. The ways in 
which this end will be brought about are supposed to be a 
strict adherence to list prices, and the regulation of pro- 
duction to suit the market. As the quantity imported from 
Canada is as yet not very large, and as nearly all of it is of 
a very good quality, competition from that country is not 
feared very much by the sulphite men in the United States. 
The existence of a tariff of $3.34 per ton for unbleached 
and $5 per ton on bleached sulphite is an added protection 
in favor of the American manufacturer. If the Canadian 
mills are admitted to membership it will no doubt be upon 
their owners agreeing to sell in this market for the same 
prices, grade for grade, as the American manufacturers ask. 
They must also promise to curtail production when neces- 
Sary. 

In the trade it is stated that if the nine applications are 
acted upon favorably the American Sulphite Manufactur- 
ers’ Associatiéh-will practically control the market for sul- 
phite. This, it is expected, the association will do, not 
arbitrarily, but in a fair, businesslike manner, so that with 
all interests working in harmony, the market will be kept 
steady. 

No fear is entertained as to an overproduction of sul- 
phite later by reason of new product coming on the market, 


as it is figuted that this additional output will be taken up 


by new paper mills. 
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IMPROVED TRADE REPORTED. 


Most Reports Indicate a Better Volume of Business—The 
West Having More Trade Than the East—Holyoke 
Business Spasmodic. 





The expected influx of orders has as yet not taken place. 
Some of these have been booked within the past two 
weeks, but the proportion received is small. So up to date 
it cannot be said with truth that the fall trade has as yet 
set in. The situation, therefore, is unsatisfactory, and 
many complaints are heard. However, there is consider- 
able confidence in the future, and the advent of cold 
weather this week has done a great deal to increase this 
confidence. The lateness of the season is also counted on 
to help matters. In view of it the sellers of paper are pretty 
well convinced that buyers who have been holding off all 
summer must place their orders very soon. The reasons 
cited for further delay are not considered strong. So, 
beginning this or possibly next week, a decided im- 
provement in business is looked for. Speaking of the 
situation this week one jobber said: “Our mails are 
heavy; each one of our salesmen is doing something; 
nothing remarkable, to be sure, but the fact that all of 
them bring in orders satisfies me that general business is 
picking up.” The majority of the jobbers, however, say 
that trade is still quiet. Most of the mill representatives 
coincide in this opinion. It is not to be wondered at there- 
fore that quotations on practically all grades of paper con- 
tinue weak. This is the fact, and the blame for the ex- 
istence of the prevailing low figures is put on the manu- 
facturers. On this point the jobbers say that they cannot 
hold up prices when the manufacturers are at the same 
time cutting them in their eagerness to get business. This 
unfavorable state of affairs cannot last long, so it is said. 
The factors that are banked on to work an improvement 
are the lateness of the season, low water, high priced coal 
and the pressing necessities of consumers. 





Business Irregular at Holyoke.

Little can be added to the statement regarding the con- 
dition of the paper trade in this section further than was 
stated in these columns last week. Trade is moving 
quietly along and some mills are getting a fair line of 
business, while others are only receiving orders enough 
to keep them running. Other mills are running short. A 
prominent local mill received an order last week for 360 
tons of paper, which is said to be the largest order to 
come to a local mill for some weeks. There have been no 
changes in prices. The first half of the month has now 
expired and business should begin to pick up. Ferry. 





Boston Trade Improves.

Conditions governing the paper trade seem to be but 
little changed during the past week. So far as demand is 
concerned local jobbers say that a slight improvement is 
noted, while prices on some grades of paper, news and 
manilas, are inclined to weakness. Manufacturers, how- 
ever, deny the shading of prices. 

Owing to the low water, or the absence of water, as 
has been the case in some places at times during the past 
two weeks, production has been very much curtailed, and 
many mills have been unable to fill what orders they had 
on hand. 

Book papers, while unsettled in price, are in fair demand, 
and it will not be surprising to hear of higher quota- 
tions on these grades of paper ere many weeks. Writings 
are moving fairly well from jobbers’ hands, and prices are 
being maintained by dealers, who know full well that mill 
quotations are not likely to be shaded. Although job- 
bers have not as yet experienced that activity expected 
to open up with September they seem encouraged to be- 
lieve that the numerous inquiries coming to hand for 
samples and quotations will lead to heavy business before 
the close of the month. DELESDERNIER. 





Improved Business in Chicago.

The paper trade in this city seems to be in an en- 
couraging condition. The week has developed a con- 
siderable demand, in some ways unlooked for by the 
dealers. The demand for news is pretty nearly up to the 
limit of the mills and the reports of a cut in prices are 
not as yet looked upon seriously. The old prices are 
still quoted and so far have been generally maintained. 
Wrapping papers, notably manilas. are in increased de- 
mand at the old prices. Straw wrappings have been cut 
in some cases, but the decline is said to be only tem- 


‘porary. The demand for the best grades of writing 


paper has been active and the dealers hope this activity 
will continue. They say that the increase is logical and 
ought to keep up all through the winter. 

In book papers the demand has also been good con- 
sidering the low ebb to which the market fell during the 
summer. Mill men and jobbers feel encouraged to be- 
lieve that this class of papers also will maintain an 
increased demand throughout the cooler months. The 
straw board people say that the call for their product re- 
mains about as usual. The consensus of opinion all 
around among the paper men is that business is increasing 
and that the political campaign now on will have very little 
effect. M. 





Improvement Continues in Philadelphia. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


PHILADELPHIA, September 18.—The improved tone to 
the local paper market manifested and recorded a week 
ago has continued and dealers generally report satisfac- 
tory business. Demand has increased, though prices have 
not, and buying is done in a freer manner. Jobbers are 
complaining of the difficulty in securing prompt shipments 
of the orders, particularly from the Eastern mills, who 
assert that low water has restricted their output. The felt 
paper market continues demoralized and prices range only 
between what buyers are satisfied to give and dealers to 
take. And yet the outlook along all lines of the trade 
is hopeful. 

On Friday last F. B. Mitchell, of A. G. Elliot & Co., 
was appointed by chairman W. W. Gibbs, of the national 
campaign committee, collector representing the paper 
trade. Within three days of his appointment Mr. Mitchell 
collected approximately $1,000 from the local trade, and 
incidentally learned in the most convincing manner that 
the future is regarded as one filled with the promise of 
good business. Convinced of this fact, dealers attested 
the belief that was in them by their dollars and the certifi- 
cate of the American eagle is taken as an absolutely con- 
vincing proof that there are good times ahead. The paper 
trade participated in the Galveston relief contributions in 
a manner suggestive of prosperity. E. R. G. 





Miami Trade Fairly Active. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, September 17.—The gentlemen at the 
head of the writing mills in this part of the United States 
report trade fairly active. It is perhaps true that the fall 
trade has not opened in all of its splendor as yet, but a 
gradual improvement has been noted from time to time, 
and the past week has not been much of an exception. 
Several of the manufacturers have returned from business 
trips East and West, and they report a greater feeling of 
security in all quarters. The jobbers are buying, not be- 
cause fall is approaching, but because their stocks are low. 
They have held off for months and are now compelled to 
enter the field. There has been only little change in 
prices and none is expected soon. The best grades of 
writings are in highest demand, but this has been the 
situation for some time. The cheaper manila writings 
are in good call, however. 

All public and parochial schools have opened and the 
demand for blank books, pads, school supplies, &c., has 
increased wonderfully within two weeks. The local trade 
is benefiting considerably, but this improvement in the 
retail trade is expected. Certainly in anticipation of this 
increased demand local dealers ordered keavily some 
time ago. The attendance at all schools and colleges here 
this fall is greater than for several years. It is estimated 
that the city has a population of 97,000 (conservatively 
placed by the directory publishers), including the suburban 
territory within a radius of a mile. All school districts 
are crowded and more buildings must be erected. While the 
trade coming from this source is not considered important 
in a general way, it indicates which way the wind is blow- 
ing in this market. The several blank book concerns are 
expanding. In paper buckets, boxes and novelties the 
trade is brisk. Generally speaking, the volume of busi- 
ness is greater this week than last. 

It is admitted that the strike of the coal miners will have 
an effect in forcing the soft coal dealers to make advances. 
A sympathy strike is not improbable. Contracts have been 
closed wherever possible here for the past week, one per- 
son securing a price of $2.35. The retail price is $3.75 
Some manufacturers recall the strike of years ago when 
the railway workers joined the miners, thus completely 
paralyzing the trade. A repetition would be more dis- 
astrous now. M. V. 





Fox River Valley Business Quiet. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

App_Leton, Wis., September 17.—While it is true, as has 
been reported in this correspondence, that some of the 
mills in this valley are well filled up with orders, so as to 
be several weeks behind in their work, it is nevertheless 
true that this is not the general condition, and that within 
the past week or two business has not held up as well as 
it might or as was expected. Inquiries made by your cor- 
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respondent seem to establish the fact that business has not 
only failed to increase as was hoped with the coming in of 
September, but, if anything, has dropped off somewhat. 
It is said that almost all kinds of paper, including even 
news, are weaker. No concessions in price of any con- 
sequence are noted, but orders are not as numerous as the 
mills would like to have them. 

The operations of the General Paper Company, of 
course, have something to do with the present situation 
in the kinds of papers that it handles. Heretofore the mill 
men have been accustomed when business became dull to 
go to the markets themselves and skirmish for more. But 
now this is changed, and they must be content to sit in 
their offices and wait for their proportion of the trade to 
be sent to them. 

There is quite a little interest expressed hereabouts over 
the effect upon the market which may be expected when 
that news mill in Maine begins to look for an avenue of 
disposal of its product. A letter from a member of the 
company to a friend in this valley states that some of 
the machines will be started this week, and that it is ex- 
pected to have all of the eight machines running by the 
Ist of October. Fox RIver. 


PAPER NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


The English Paper Market Quiet—Chemical Fibre High— 
Ground Wood Easier—The Paper Makers’ Inter- 
national Congress at Paris. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpvon, September 11.—The paper market here has 
not yet shown any special change, and there is really very 
little to chronicle so far as the industry is concerned. In 
the markets for raw materials there have been some 
changes. Chemical fibres are firmer and in sulphite there 
is very little offering for delivery during the rest of the 
year. Paper makers are showing more disposition to 
contract for 1901 supplies, but the fact is the better brands 
are all sold out and those mill men who have not arranged 
for their next year’s stocks have now no great range of 
choice 

The price for mechanical pulp has softened, owing to 
the fact that the shutdown of many news mills for repairs, 
&c., has lessened the demand. As a result stocks of ground 
wood have accumulated, ._The market has shifted about 
so that it has been profitable for some paper makers to 
sell out their ground wood contracts, and pulp makers 
are now accepting for prompt delivery the figures which 
they have been asking for 1901 deliveries. Prices, how- 
ever, are only nominal, as there is no business doing. 

In the chemical trade a moderate business only is being 
done. Caustic soda is scarce and prices extremely firm. 
Ammonia alkali, 58 per cent., is on offer at from £4 7s. 6d. 
to £4 12s. 6d. per ton on rails. Bleaching powder is dull 
at £6 5s. soft wood f. o. r. Lancaster. 

The Paper Makers’ Congress at Paris was a successful 
affair. Besides the French contingent, there were pres- 
ent representatives of Great Britain, Austria, Germany 
and Italy. Two days were occupied by the business ses- 
sions and the social functions, the Congress closing with 
a banquet. Among other matters the Congress voted the 
desirability of erecting a monument to Robert, the French 
inventor of the paper making machine, expressing the 
opinion that Paris was the proper location for the me- 
morial. The Congress also expressed its opinion in favor 
of the shutting down of paper mills on Sunday. Most of 
the second day was spent in visiting the paper section of 
the Paris Exposition. Briton. 





Those Roll Paper and Cutter Suits. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Dayton, Ohio, September 17.—4t seems certain that the 
roll paper and cutter men, who were sued by the Hill- 


~ Kauffman Company, of Dayton, Ohio, do not intend to 


quietly submit, and are preparing to fight the suit in the 
courts. A hearing will not be given until next month in 
the United States Court in Cincinnati. In the main, the 
allegations of the plaintiffs are denied, while the claim that 
they were the victims of a conspiracy is not seriously con- 
sidered, the defendants terming it foolish “rot.” The 
defendants merely say that the Hill-Kauffman Company 
was unable to meet the agreement. 

It is claimed by the defendants that a satisfactory ad- 
justment by the manufacturers who had been infringing in 
the matter*of patents was made by paying the owners of 
the patents a fixed sum in discharge for liability for the 
cutters they had made, and the owners of the patents then 
and there licensed them at a fixed sum per cutter to con- 
tinue the manufacture of the cutters, and the different 
makers have been working in harmony ever since. 

This, in substance, is the claim of the defendants, and 
they feel certain that future developments will bear them 
out. Naturally, they were nettled at the allegations put 
forth in the Hill-Kauffman petition, and criminal proceed- 
ings are talked of, and, in fact, planned. M. V. 
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BETTER WATER SUPPLY. 


Rains in New England Have Relieved the Situation Some- 
what—Plenty of Water in New York—Restric- 
tions on in the West.

The showers of yesterday and to-day have been welcome 
visitors to the paper makers of Western New England, 
who suffered all of last week with low water. In this city 
the head gates of the canals were shut twice in suc- 
cession, as the flow of the Connecticut was not sufficient to 
keep the wheels of the mills turning. The local mills were 
down practically forty-eight hours during the past week, a 
longer period than they have been closed for some time 
except during the annual shutdowns. The river is very 
low, but with frequent showers it should keep the mills run- 
ning this week on the indentured quantity of water. In 
other Western New England towns and cities there has 
been the same complaint of low water. Water has been 
the lowest that it has been for some years during the past 

week, but is gaining on the dam at present. Ferry. 





Rains in New England.

The long drought has at last been broken, although the 
rainfall so far throughout New England has not been very 
heavy. The rains of Tuesday and Wednesday of last week 
reported in Maine served to extinguish the forest fires 
there, but the ground was so dry that the rainfall was 
quickly absorbed, and very little water reached the streams. 

In this State, along the coast, rain fell Saturday night, 
so that the burning forests on the cape were saved from 
further destruction. 

So far this summer the drought has been very serious 
and quite extended, every section of New England suffer- 
ing for the want of water. The rivers everywhere are very 
low, while many of the smaller streams have dried up en- 
tirely, It matters not what section of New England is con- 
sidered, the same complaint of low water is reported, and 
so limited is the water supply that paper mills are experi- 
encing considerable trouble; nor have the rains of the past 
week helped out to any extent. However, as the equinoc- 
tial storms are due this month there is hope of improve- 
ment in the water supply ere long. DELESDERNIER. 





Plenty of Water at Potsdam.

Water Troubles in Watertown. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., September 17.—The water in Her- 
ring’s big pond was drawn off Saturday night of last week 
in order to repair a broken water wheel. Monday, while 
the dam was: being refilled, there was scarcely any water in 
the river at Watertown, and all the mills and factories in 
the city run by water power were obliged to shut down, 
much to the annoyance of mill owners, who threaten legal 
proceedings against the Herrings. 

The annoyance is the greater when it is understood that 
the storage reservoirs are fuller than they have been for 
years at this particular time. A prominent local manufac- 
turer was up there within a fortnight and the water was 
running over the dams, with daily showers. There is no 
reason, apart from these exasperating conditions, for which 
nature and the elements are not responsible, why the river 


should not be doing the manufacturers good service ‘at this 
time. F. M, 





Mtami Water Supply Light. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, September 17.—This has unquestionably 
been the worst week experienced by mill owners in the 
matter of securing an adequate water supply. The hot 
spell seems to have dried up many of the smaller streams. 
Even the Mad and Miami rivers have been lower than 
usual. As a result, the tail races, dependent upon these 
rivers for their supply, have been remarkably short and 
there has been scarcely enough water to run the machines 
in some of the mills. Water power is. of course much 
cheaper than steam, and it is used to the greatest extent 
here, though, as frequently stated, steam plants are in 
place in nearly all mills and none depend exclusively upon 
water. But water power is utilized to minimize expenses 
in this direction, and thus far but little trouble has been 
experienced. Complaints were more numerous the past 
week than for some time and if the condition exists much 
longer it should not be surprising to hear of the idleness 


of several machines. The immense amount of steam used 
in drying the product has compelled most manufacturers 
to patronize the hydraulic companies in order to reduce 
the power expenses to the average amount, There has 
been an ample flow of water during the greater part of the 
summer, M. V. 


Ample Water in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appleton, Wis., September 17.—Water power in Wis- 
consin is holding up excellently, and it may be stated in a 
general way that the power has been better during the past 
summer than during any previous one for many years. 

During the storm last week the Wisconsin River rose 
6 feet in a few hours, and the Fox River also rose some- 
what, but not suddenly. Twenty-five per cent. of the nor- 
mal flow continues to be drawn, but the Neenah and 
Menasha Water Power Company thinks it will not be 
long before it will be able to let down a greater quantity.

ing shops, three buildings; A. E. Maxwell’s pulp mill, in- 
cluding machinery. 

The object of the purchase is to erect a large paper mill 
plant. If the condition of the market warrants it a mill 
will be erected next season that will be larger than any 
mill in this section, eXcepting that of the St. Regis Paper 
Company at Eggleston, N. Y. Two big machines will be 
put in. The product of the sulphite mill is now sold to 
local and northern New York mills. The company desires 
to build a mill of its own to consume its own pulp. 

Possession of these powers will not be given until next 
spring, when it is expected that all the buildings excepting 
the pulp mill will be torn down, and on the site will be 
erected a brick paper mill, which will be about 350 feet 
long by 100 wide. There will be a steel flume built from 
the present mills to the State dam, and new water wheels 
will be put in. The buildings will be built for two 20-ton 
machines, although but one machine will be put in in the 
spring. It has not yet been decided what kind of paper 
will be made. F, M. 


Dexter to Have Another Paper Mill.

The Oxford Paper Mill Damaged. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
Rumrorp Fauis, Me., September 17.—The tail of the 
Southern hurricane hit this place last Wednesday and did 
considerable damage. The most extensive was to the new 
plant of the Oxford Paper Company. The end walls of 
three large buildings were blown down. These walls had 
reached the third story and were probably about 175 feet 


long. Owing to delay in receiving the iron for these 
buildings the walls had been built without any braces, and 
when struck by the terrific wind nothing could save them. 
About seventy-five men were working on and around these 
walls when the gale struck, and the contractors, seeing there 
was danger ahead, hastily withdrew the crews to a place of 
safety. This was most fortunate, as in a very short time 
the walls fell with a crash, and had the men remained at 
their work many would have been killed. The amount of 
damage has not yet been figured out. Who this will fall 
upon has not been determined. There seems to have been 
no fault in the construction of the walls and had the iron 
arrived on time so as to have been put in when the walls 
were built there would, in all probability, have been no 
trouble. The staging around the high chimney was torn 
away and scattered over quite a territory, like so much 
straw. Had this staging held firmly there is every reason 
to believe that the chimney would have been blown down 
also, but it remained standing, firm and unshaken. The 
most serious aspect of the case is the delay caused in the 
building of the mill, which is being pushed forward in every 
direction as rapidly as possible. ME. 





The Late Colonel Singerly’s Mental Condition. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, September 18.—For months past there 
have been hearings in the equity suit brought by Receiver 
George H. Earle, of Col. William M. Singerly’s defunct 
financial institutions, against James S. McCartney, admin- 
istrator of the estate. During the past week the evidence 
offered has been in the direction of: showing that the de- 
ceased publisher and paper maker was mentally unbalanced 
during the last year of his life. On Friday last, George B. 
Kerfoot, superintendent of the Singerly Pulp and Paper 
Mills, testified that Colonel Singerly was insane. “He 
hired men at the mills whom we did not need,” testified Mr. 
Kerfoot, “and when I called his attention to the matter he 
would discharge them, but at once re-employ those who 
made an appeal to him. This was during the period of his 
heaviest troubles.” Francis P. Webb, who in 1897 was the 
Philadelphia agent for the Manufacturers Paper Company, 
testified that on January 4, 1898, Mr. Singerly made a con- 
tract for $400,000 worth of paper for the Record for the 
ensuing year and was unconscious of the fact that he had 
made a similar contract with other persons for the same 
period of supply. The prior contract had been made but a 
few days before that made with Mr. Webb.

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GETTING IN STRAW STOCK. 


Complaints That the Immense Stacks of Straw at Dayton 
Are a Nuisance—Warehouses Full and Outside 
Accommodations in Use. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 17.—The city council of Day- 
ton has received a complaint from residents of North Day- 
ton regarding the immense stacks of straw which are piled 
‘on Grant street, between Light street and the aqueduct, 
near the Straw Board Company's works. It is requested 
that the council order the company to remove the same at 
once, as they are a nuisance. The matter was referred to 
the trustees of the ward and the city solicitor. 

In fact, the company is laying in such an immense supply 
eof straw that its warehouses are groaning under the heavy 
weight and store places of sufficient size cannot be found 

for the purpose. An average shipment of thirty carloads 
of straw per day was received for a time and even now the 
receipts are falling but slightly below that figure. The 
American Straw Board Company is the recipient of these 
supplies and Dayton and Circleville are the objective 
points of all of the raw product to be used in the State of 
Ohio by the various mills. Other nearby sections may also 
draw from the Ohio supply. The straw is well baled and 
a few tons do not occupy much space, but the output of 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and Southern Illinois is practic- 
ally baled in the above named cities and the question of 
properly handling the supplies is a serious one. An im- 
mense sum of money is represented in this month’s re- 


ceipts. M. V. 


Litigation Over Water Rents. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 17.—Litigation is in progress 
in the Probate Court of this (Montgomery) county rela- 
tive to a waterway right at Franklin, Warren County, 
Ohio. The Harding Paper Company, of Franklin, is the 
plaintiff and the executor of Garrett Perrine the defendant. 
The suit is for $10,000 water rent, approximately. Years 
ago the Perrine estate, which was the owner of a paper 
mill in Franklin, leased the water rights of the Franklin 
Hydraulic Company. Later the Friend & Forgy Paper 
Company assumed the rights, but became insolvent. It 


is alleged that the Franklin Hydraulic Company failed 
to release the Perrine estate, and as the water rents have 
not heen paid, and as the Harding Paper Company be- 
came interested in the hydraulic lease, it was decided to 
test the case. The amount claimed is probably less than 
$10,000, but it is claimed that the forthcoming decision 
involves several hundred thousand dollars, for the reason 
that hydraulic litigation has been in progress down the 
valley for years. Many suits have been noted in the 
Miami Valley correspondence of Tur Paper TRADE 
JouRNAL during a number of years. 

The present suit was transferred to this county and 
Judge Elam Fisher, of Eaton, Ohio, was called to the 
bench. Many fine points of law are involved and continu- 
ous litigation may result. 

The late Garrett Perrine was a member of a company 
which controlled a ninety-nine year lease on a water power 
derived from a hydraulic which is fed by the Miami and 
Erie Canal at.Franklin. By an assignment of the lease 
the Harding Paper Company claims to have obtained 
title to the lease, and it has brought suit for rent alleged 
to be due, though the water has not been used for years. 
The defense maintains that the plaintiff had knowledge 
of the transfer or assignment of the lease to another party. 

The case was properly one that should have been heard 
by a jury, but as there were several important legal ques- 
tions at hand it was thought best to place it before the 
court direct. M. V. 


No Stamps on Package Receipts. 


Early in the summer the Internal Revenue Department 
at Washington issued an order to the effect that all pack- 
ing and forwarding companies must attach a one-cent rev- 
enue stamp to each receipt issued for goods received by 
them to be forwarded. If an order of this character were 
carried out it would prevent all merchants from receiving, 
packing and forwarding goods from brother merchants. 
This system of packing for others has grown up in New 
York until it has become very extensive among business 
houses. It is so much a factor in the commercial situation 
that packing and forwarding companies have been organ- 
ized to handle it. 

The Merchants’ Association, on behalf of the merchants 
interested and of the packing and forwarding companies, 
protested against this ruling. As the result of the protest, 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue at Washington gave 


a hearing to the association, represented by Arthur J. 
Baldwin, of the law firm of Dill, Bomeisler & Baldwin. Mr. 
Baldwin presented the arguments against the ruling in 
question, claiming that these packing companies were not 
carriers in the sense that express or railroad companies 
are, to which the order originally was made to apply, and 
that therefore they should not be taxed. 

The association received word on Monday through Mr. 
Baldwin that the Commissioner of Internal Revenue had 
reversed his ruling, thereby sustaining the position taken 


by the association.

A NEW BUYER OF COAL. 


A Writer in a Coal Journal Calls Attention to the Grow- 
ing Importance of the Paper Manufacturer 
as a Coal Purchaser. 


There is a new interest which has come into the market 
of late for larger quantities of coal than ever before, and 
according to present appearances will continually increase 
its requirements, argues a writer in the Coal Trade Jour- 
nal. This, coming at a time when the export trade for 
coal is becoming important, is enough to cause the men 
who buy for the new consumer much concern, and already 
they are beginning active negotiations for low prices on 
large quantities. 

Up to within a few years, possibly two or three paper 
»manufacturers have had ample water supplies to run their 
mills and have not been compelled to depend, upon steam 
at any season of the year. Whether forestry is at fault 
or whether the old earth is slowly but surely drying up, 
getting ready for the last promised catyclysm, it is im- 
possible to say; but whatever the cause a good proportion 
of the large paper mills of the country are idle a larger part 
of the summer season and some of the winter for lack of 
water. It is a simple proposition for the paper men— 
shut down or install steam plants. And they are accept- 
ing the inevitable and installing steam as rapidly as cir- 
cumstances permit. 

There are a good many paper mills in the country and 
they have used immense water powers. Assuming that 
they can still use water half the time, it becomes a matter 
of importance to supply them with coal for the other half. 
Further, most paper mills are located in sections remote 
from the coal fields, which means that further enlargement 
of transportation facilities will be required in certain local- 
ities. In short, there will be an increase in all departments 
of business relating to supplying the mills with coal and 
also. an increase in storage capacities wherever the coal is 
needed. 

Holyoke may be taken as fairly representative of the 
great paper manufacturing interests which have been en- 


abled to run their mills by water ever since they were es- 
tablished. Tyo or three years ago the large dam across 
the Connecticut was reconstructed for the purpose of re- 
taining more water and putting off the day when mills must 
install steam. It was of no use so far as the main question 
was concerned. The dam was finished last year and this 
season the mills have been running on short power ever 
since June. Through July there were many shutdowns 
and August was little better. September opened with low 
water and no promise of increase until the fall rains begin. 

Time was when a shutdown was of little consequence. 
But that has passed. Paper has come to be an important 
commodity and there are indications that trade this fall 
will be the best ever known. A few mills have installed 
steam, taking time by the forelock, as they say in New 
England, and preparing for what is certain to come. 
Those mills are ready for the activity which all expect. 
But the mills which retained their water power without 
an auxiliary steam plant are in bad shape 

This.explanation of the situation applies to Bellows 
Falls, and to some extenf to other important paper manu- 
facturing centres, though in Maine and New York centres 
the need is less marked as yet. Wisconsin and the Miami 
section are also in need of auxiliary plants to keep their 
mills going. 

In the Massachusetts and Vermont paper manufacturing 
centres the coal will have to be hauled from the Pennsyl- 
vania fields by rail. It is impossible to reach them direct 
by water. Maine can secure its supply by water and rail, 
or, to be more accurate, rail, water and rail, provided the 
water rates are sufficiently low to make it an object to 
change from one to the other. The expense will, there- 
fore, be somewhat influenced by the rates charged for 
transportation. This has something to do with the frantic 
efforts of the manufacturers and other business men of 
Western Massachusetts to get the Connecticut River 
opened for navigation as far as Holyoke. It is argued 
that with water transportation from New York to Holyoke 
the prices could be kept down materially and the cost of 
fuel thereby could be much reduced. As an argument 
this is well enough. In practice there might be little 
change. 


The cost of coal laid down in those far manufacturing 
points will be perhaps $1.50 to $2.50 per ton more than at 
tidewater in New York. Freight transportation is ex- 
pensive, particularly where one railroad has a monopoly 
of the business and is in a position to stifle competition 
wherever undertaken within its territory. It is but natural, 
therefore, that the paper manufacturers of New England 
should become more or less anxious regarding the future. 
It also follows as a matter of course that there should be 
attempts to break the transportation monopoly and that 
other methods for securing necessary fuel at relatively 
lower prices should be considered. But they come back 
to the original proposition. They must have coal. They 
must have it in large quantities, and they can’t stop buying 
because the price of the coal at the mines and the trans- 
portation charges aggregate a sum which will seriously 
reduce the profits on paper. 

Paper manufacturers have another use for coal which 
has been increasing as the number and size of mills in- 
creased. It is used for drying purposes in immense quan- 
tities already. An“expert was asked to estimate the quan- 
ity, but refused to undertake it because he said that it 
was and had been used so freely that it was absolutely im- 
possible to get any figures that would even approximate 
the quantity required. It is necessary to have a strong, 
even heat, closely up to the burning point, and this must 
be maintained twenty-four hours per day for week after 
week. Practically the entire year stokers are shoveling 
coal into the furnaces to generate heat for drying. The 
two necessities together will make the paper interest one 
of the largest purchasers in the country. 

It must be said that paper makers are not especially 
anxious to have a large export trade built up just at this 
time. They are apprehensive that it means additional 
expense when they increase their purchases, as they ad- 
mit they must do shortly. They would prefer that only 
the manufactured article went abroad, while the coal 
portion of the raw material stayed at home. The ques- 
tion is being carefully studied, and it would not be sur- 
prising to hear that some of the largest paper makers had 
placed contracts for what they are likely to want a long 
time in advance.

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THE STURGEON FALLS CONTENTION. 


The Hearing to Be Continued in Montreal To-morrow— 
Will Then Be Discontinued for Three Months to 
Await Reports from Experts. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


NraGarRA Fatrs, N. Y., September 17.—There will be 
another hearing in the famous case of the Sturgeon Falls 
Pulp Company against the Edward Lloyd, Limited, of 
London, England, on Friday of this week. The arbitrator. 
the Hon. Charles Fitzpatrick, will have this sitting in 
Toronto. The hearings will not be continued then for 
some three months, in order that expert commissions 
may have a chance to make reports on the timber dis- 
tricts and the plant at Sturgeon Falls. The first sitting 
of the arbitrator lasted a week in Montreal, and quite an 
array of witnesses was assembled. The testimony elicited 
was to the effect that the buildings were unfit, and the 
English syndicate that sold out to the Lloyds practically 
acknowledged that. One side testified that the timber 
limits were practically useless, and the other that they were 
fully adequate for the needs of the company and were just 
as the syndicate represented. However, it was decided to 
appoint two commissions to decide upon these matters. 
The Lloyds will select a member of the commission, the 
syndicate one, and the arbitrator will appoint the third. 
The Lloyds will name an engineer and surveyor, the 
syndicate will also select one, and the five men will go 
over the timber limits and report. It is calculated that it 
will take three months to do this work. In the matter of 
the buildings, three experts will be appointed, the Lloyds 
selecting one, the syndicate one and the arbitrator one, 
whose duty it will be to look over the plant carefully and 
decide what it will cost to put the buildings in A No. 1 
order. The same course will probably be pursued in _re- 
gard to the question of water power. The case from all 
appearances will drag along for many months and will be 
bitterly contested at every point. 

A number of stories have been circulated to the effect 
that the Lloyds were anxious for a settlement. These 
stories, it is claimed by the Lloyds, have originated with 
the syndicate people, and are for a purpose which they 
are not loath to assert is to influence the arbitrator. Then, 
again, the Toronto papers have been printing interviews

with the syndicate representatives stating that the Spanish 
River Pulp and Paper Company’s prospects depend upon 
the succéss Of the syndicate and the defeat of the Lloyds. 
This is done for its effect on the arbitrator and to mold 
public opinion, so the Lloyds say. The latter say that 
they court a full investigation and exposé of the Sturgeon 
Falls matter, even if it does have the tendency to frighten

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New Manufacturing Enterprises. 

In this issue we print reports of several new enterprises 
in the manufacturing branch of the industry, the majority 
of them belonging to the northern part of New York, 
where the development of powers and plants is being 
pushed in a very energetic manner. The projected enter- 
prises include both paper and pulp mills, and one plan 
especially, if carried out along the lines at present laid 
down, will provide a large mill that will add materially 
to the new product to be accommodated on the market, 
the plant ranking next in size to that now under con- 
struction by the St. Regis Company at Eggleston, N. Y. 
Most of the men interested in these new enterprises 
are already identified with the trade and have the 
knowledge and experience necessary to carry their plans 
out successfully, so that no doubt need be entertained as 
to the plants referred to becoming actual factors in the 
market. 

These extensions of the industry will provide much 
business in several branches, and among those benefited 
will. be the machinery and equipment men. As a rule the 
builders in this line have now a satisfactory amount of 
orders on hand, but they can always find room ior one 
more. May there always be the one more to find. 


Importance of Coal in Paper Making. 

We reprint on another page an article calling attention 
to the growing importance of the paper manufacturer as 
a buyer of coal. The article was originally printed in a 
coal trade paper and was designed to call the attention 
of the coal trade to the importance of the paper manufac- 
turer as a customer. 

The paper mill man realizes that his dependence on 
power other than water is increasing. Every summer, at 
the low water season, this realization is brought home to 
him, and last summer it was so acute that he added to his 
steam equipment very largely. This summer, as the sea- 
son when low water was expected approached, he made 
yet further additions to his steam plant. The difficulty 
from low water this summer was not as great as it was 
last year, but it is noticeable that the steam engine builder 
was in fairly steady receipt of orders for machinery to be 
installed in the paper line, so that now a large proportion 
of paper mills are prepared to meet any emergency caused 
by the failure of the streams. 

At the present, when the paper manufacturer has become 
an important buying factor in the coal market, con- 
ditions have changed so that he will probably have to 
In the first place the call from abroad 
has been steadily growing and the coal trade sees an 


pay higher prices. 


opportunity in the export line of which it is taking ad- 
vantage. Already the shipment of mine output has begun 
in a systematic way, and this new branch of business will 
undoubtedly be largely developed. In the next place, the 
strike among the anthracite miners has already advanced 
prices in that branch of the industry, and if the trouble is 
not settled promptly it will probably have a like effect 
on the values in the bituminous market. 

Even with ample water power the paper manufacturer 
is no inconsiderable buyer of coal, for in the drying of 
paper and in the making of pulp he is a large user of 
steam. The indications are that he will have to figure 


in his manufacturing cost a larger item for his coal. 


A Monument to Robert. 


At the recent International Congress of Paper Makers, 
held in Paris, it was voted as desirable to erect a monu- 
ment to Nicholas Louis Robert, the inventor of the paper 
making machine, the Congress expressing the opinion that 
Paris was the appropriate place at which to locate the 
memorial. 

Robert’s conception of the idea of making a continuous 
sheet of paper by machine, and his embodiment of the idea 
in a machine, even though that mechanical contrivance was 
crude, entitles him to a place among the great inventors of 
the world. The erection of a suitable monument to him in 
Paris, the city of his birth, by the paper trade of the world 
certainly would be at least a small tribute to him. His 
idea, broadened and put into operation by mechanical 
means that now seem almost perfect, has been one of the 


most powerful factors in the spread of civilization. The 


paper machine stands alongside of the printing press in the 
dissemination of knowledge, and the two work together, 
each helping the other in benefiting mankind. 

The proposition submitted to the Congress seems to have 
fallen short of providing any means for soliciting subscrip- 
tions for the memorial fund, and it would seem that this 
fault should be corrected at once, while yet the subject is 
fresh before the trade. 

Of course, the greatest monument that Robert has or can 
have are the paper machines, which, due to his genius, are 
at work in all the leading countries on the face of the 
globe. In the perfection of the modern paper machine the 
United States leads the world, and the United States build- 
ers of it have carried Robert’s idea nearer to perfection 
than their colleagues elsewhere, a fact which is generally 
acknowledged. 


The long talked of sample room for American goods is 
to be established at Zurich, Switzerland, at last. W. A. 
Steinman, a native of Switzerland, who has spent six or 
seven years in the United States, will devote a portion of 
his establishment to the purpose indicated, the name of 
the establishment being “First American Import House 
for Switzerland, Zurich,” Mr. Steinman being general 
manager. He has four travelers and five agents, and will 
take the general agency of United States products, sam- 
ples to be delivered in his sample room free of charge 
He on his part agrees to display the goods effectively, 
advertise them extensively and push their sale. It will 
be interesting to note in connection with this that Con- 
sul Frankenthal, at Berne, reports openings for the sale 
of poplar pulp, indurated fibre ware, paper bags and 
wrapping paper, while Deputy Consul Sauerlander, at 
Aarau, believes that United States paper can be success- 
fully introduced into Switzerland. At present Germany 
and Austria have the major part of the trade. 





The order of the Internal Revenue Department at 
Washington that all packing and forwarding companies 
must attach a I cent stamp to each receipt issued for 
goods to be forwarded by them has been repealed. When 
the order was made the Merchants’ Association of New 
York protested against it. This protest was followed by a 
hearing, with the result mentioned. Had the original 
order been enforced it would have compelled merchants 
receiving goods to be packed and forwarded for brother 
merchants to stamp each receipt, a practice that would 
have entailed endless trouble and considerable expense. 
The ruling does not affect the regulation requiring ex- 
press and railroad companies to stamp receipts for goods. 





The arbitration in the contention between the Sturgeon 
Falls Pulp Company and Edward Lloyd, Limited, now 
going on in Canada, will not come to an end very soon. 
The next hearing before the arbitrator will be held to- 
morrow and there will be an adjournment for three 
months, in order to allow a commission of experts to 
examine the plant and the timber limits. The whole mat- 
ter is not of such a character as to make capitalists wildly 
enthusiastic to invest in Canadian pulp and paper proper- 
ties. 





This week we exported through the port of New York 
paper to the value of $65,335, which, while not up to the 
high water mark, is yet a satisfactory week’s business. New 
Zealand was the chief buyer, her account reaching $14,892, 
London being a close second, her account aggregating 
$13,806. Among the other purchasers and the amounts of 
their purchases were: Manchester, $8,900; Australia, 
$4,578; Liverpool, $4,242; Rotterdam, $3,025; Antwerp, 


$2,501; Dundee, $1,640; British West Indies, $1,640; Uru- 
guay, $1,473. 
R. C. Hill, assistant superintendent of the division 


of graphic arts, of the Pan-American Exposition that will 
be held in Buffalo, N. Y., from May 1 to November 1, 1901, 
in another column calls the attention of the trade to the 
fact that a different and more favorable opportunity for a 
trade exhibit will be presented at that exposition than at 
the one which is now being held in Paris, and as to which 
so much disappointment has been expressed. The trade 
should heed the notice. 





The Association of Sulphite Manufacturers has evidently 
proved its C&se, that it is a body worth belonging to, for it 
this week had no less than nine applications for member- 
ship, four from American and five from Canadian mills. 
These new acquisitions ought to strengthen the organiza- 
tion very materially, and put it in a position where it can 
be a controlling factor in its line.

MORE NEWS BOARD SUITS. 


The Owner of the McEwan Patent Brings Suit Against the 
Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company and 
the Elkhart Egg Case Company. 


Additional suits for infringement of the McEwan patent 
have at last been commenced. One is against the Phila- 
delphia Paper Manufacturing Company, of Philadelphia, 
Pa. The other is against the Elkhart Egg Case Company. 
Papers in the former case were filed at Philadelphia on the 
8th inst., those in the latter at Indianapolis on the 5th inst. 
These new suits are brought in the name of the National 
News Board Company, the present owner of the McEwan 
patent. The bill of complaint in each case covers practi- 
cally the same ground as in the previous suits, with the ad- 
ditional citation of the decisions rendered in the White and 
in the Downs cases. 

The trial of the case against the Philadelphia Paper 
Manufacturing Company will no doubt be interesting, as 
that company was a member of the National Board and 
Paper Company, which owned the McEwan patent for 
about a year. In view of this fact, it seems odd that a suit 
for infringement against that company should have been 
begun so soon after the patent passed out of the possession 
of the National Board and Paper Company. The explana- 
tion on this point is now made in the allegation that the 
Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company never had a 
license to manufacture news board. 


Lockport Mill News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lockport, N. Y., Sepi:ember 18.—New ideas in cover 
papers seem to have their birth in Lockport. If orders 
from Bombay, India; Brussels, Belgium, and scores of 
other points throughout the civilized world are any cri- 
terion to go by, then it is safe to predict that the Niagara 
Paper Mills are to be counted on for the latest designs in 
paper and color for covers. General Manager Howes, 
speaking of the colors in these cover papers, said: “I will 
be willing to forfeit half my salary a year to any one who 
can prove to me that any of our cover paper used to bind 
books has faded. I know that it will last for years and 
hold the original tints.” 

The Niagara Mills have recently added a complete print- 
ing plant to their equipment, and here under the hands of 
an experienced printer and pressman, and with a skilled 
artist in the person of Harold Helmer, Mr. Howes’ as- 
sistant, some of the most beautiful work is turned out. In 
this printing house tests are made on all the various 
grades of cover paper, and if there is any indication that 
any of the various grades or brands about to be put on the 
market will not be applicable and suitable for printing or 
binding they are immediately discarded. 

There have been some recent additions and improve- 
ments in the Niagara Mills. Two new water wheels have 
been put in. They are from the Globe Iron Works, of 
Dayton, Ohio, and are of 300 horse power. «There has 
been added a new line, shaft and other minor improve- 
ments. The new stock house, built of stone and wood, is 
100x50 feet in dimension. Two new 1,200 pound beating 
engines have been added. They are from the Jones Works 
at Pittsfield, Mass. 

The Lockport Paper Company has recently been mak- 
ing some improvements. A new stone and frame stock 
house, 120x220 feet, has been added, with fire walls. It 
is divided into three compartments, and will give abundant 
space for the raw material and manufactured stock. A 
new large size Jordan engine from Noble & Johnson has 
been just put up, and its capacity is a ton an hour. 

Just what is going to become of the Lockport Pulp 
Company’s plant no one seems to know, or those who do 
have not divulged. For a long time since the deposing of 
Charles Raymond the plant has been idle, and there has 
been some talk of a receiver to wind up the affairs of the 
company. However, it is hoped that that shrewd finan- 
cier, Col. T. E. Ellsworth, will step in and bring the com- 
pany out all right, as he has often done before for com- 
panies whose affairs have become “tangled.” W. E. T.

The pulp mills at Bellows Falls, Vt., were shut down last 
week, owing to low water. 

The International Paper Company is installing five 
steam engines at its plant at Palmer Falls, N. Y. 

The Southworth Company, at Mittineague, Mass. started 
up last week after a few days’ shutdown for making re- 
pairs. 

The old Lucknow Paper Mill, Bridgeton, N. J., has been 
sold to a New York company. It will be converted into a 
knitting factory. 

On September 14 a small fire at the mill of the Genesee 
Paper Company, Rochester, N. Y., did damage to the ex- 
tent of about $200. 

Contractor C. B. Pride finished his work at the new W. 
D. Boyce paper mill at Marseilles, Ill., last week. It is 
expected that the institution will be put in operation this 
week. 

The Mississquoi Pulp Company, Sheldon Springs, Vt., 
is building a 200 feet addition to its mill. The company 
will install a number of new grinders and ten wet ma- 
chines. 

It is reported that John Hoberg, who formerly operated 
a tissue mill in Kaukauna, Wis., and afterwards removed 
it to Green Bay, is contemplating removing to Kaukauna 
again. 

The Frontenac Paper Company, Dexter, N. Y., expects to 
complete its new engine room and boiler house next week. 
It believes that it will have the finest steam plant in its 
locality. 

The Schuylerville Paper Company, Schuylerville, N. Y., 
has plenty of orders on hand, but is hampered by low 
Two machines are run in the daytime, but only 


water. 
one. at night. The company is putting in a new steam 
engine. 

S. S. Snell, of Lowville, N. Y., has taken the contract 


and has begun work on a system of water works for the 
new sulphite mill of the Gould Paper Company at Lyon 
Falls, N. Y. The water will be taken from Beauty Creek, 
2 miles distant, and 8 and 10 inch pipe will be used. 
Working plans of the proposed new pulp mill at Clarke’s 
Cove, Chatham, N. B., to which the town voted a bonus 
of $15,000, are not yet completed, but the organization of 
the new company is progressing favorably. Already lands 


in the vicinity of the site are being bought up by those 
of a speculative turn of mind, and the erection of the pro- 
posed work will very materially assist the growth and 
prosperity of Chatham. 

The report that the pulp mill property of the Bayless 
Pulp and Paper Company, Binghamten, N. Y., had been 
purchased by the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad is denied by George C. Bayless, who says that the 
railroad company has never approached him on the subject. 


The Moore & Thompson Paper Company, of Bellows 
Falls, Vt., has been making quite a number of improve- 
ments in its mill during the past three or four weeks. 
The cylinder part of a 76-inch machine has been replaced 
by a Moore & White Fourdrinier, with patented sus- 
pension shake. 

A section of the second floor, 30x40 feet, of the paper mill 
at Brokaw, Wis., gave way last Saturday, falling 18 feet, 
and carrying with it 20,000 pounds of paper and two young 
women—Grace Goff and Hattie Brummell—both of whom 
were buried beneath the rolls of paper. However, neither 
were seriously injured. 

Egan & Edwards have bought for $150,000 the water 
power of the Hull Lumber Company, which adjoins Table 
Rock, Canada, for the purpose of establishing an extensive 
pulp works there. They can develop between 5,000 and 
6,000 horse power, and intend to erect a large pulp mill 
which will have an output of 100 tons a day. 

The new mill of the B. D. Rising Paper Company at 
Housatonic, Mass., is fast nearing completion and is ex- 
pected to be running within a couple of weeks. It is a 
very fine plant, equipped with the most modern of paper 
making machinery, and will turn out high grade writing 
papers. The rag room of the mill was started up on Tues- 
day of this week. 

The waxed paper mill of Coy & Babcock, located on the 
first floor of the olf Island House at Bellows Falls, Vt., 
was damaged by fire, which caught from the boiler in the 
basement last Saturday afternoon. The building was not 
badly burned, but the flames caused considerable loss on 
machinery and stock and supplies were damaged by smoke 
and water. The loss is estimated at $2,000, covered by 
insurance. 

With the continuance of present business activity the 
paper mill at Lowell, Wash., will no doubt make some 
decided improvements in the lire of increasing its output. 
The change is expected to be made in November, when 
the sulphite plant building, which has never been needed 


for the purpose for which it was built, will be fitted up 
with a third paper machine. The mill now runs two 
machines steadily, and with the addition of a third one the 
capacity will be increased 50 per cent. 


The International Paper Company is making arrange- 
ments to build a saw mill on the land along the river 
where the old Montague Paper Company, Turners Falls, 
Mass., used to pile logs. It is expected that the work will 
commence in the spring. This means that several million 
feet cf logs will be brought down the river to be worked 
up there into pulp. At the present time the wood is being 
brought down in cars from the north. 


The new addition to the paper making department of 
the mill of the Dells Paper and Pulp Company at Eau 
Claire, Wis., is rapidly approaching completion, and it is 
expected that paper will be put over the new machine some 
time next month, The new paper machine will make a 
finished roll 120 inches in width. It is the intention of the 
company to make fibre papers on this new machine. Last 
spring the company put in a large sulphite plant prepara- 
tory to the addition of this machine, and the plant is now 
most complete in every respect. It consists of a ground 
wood mill of ample size to supply the company’s wants, a 
sulphite plant with a capacity of 80,000 pounds a day, and 
a paper mill with three machines capable of making 100,- 
ooo pounds of finished paper a day. The institution has 
been developed during the last two or three years from very 
modest beginnings by the energy of the brothers David and 
W. L. Davis.

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AMONG THE MILLS. 


A New Digester at Ballston, N. Y.—Disposing of Sulphite 
Liquor—Paper Mill Freight Shifting by Trol- 
ley—Revamping an Old Mill With 
Poor Results. 


[STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Canton, N. Y., September 17, 1900.—I have just made a 
flying trip through Ballston, Carthage and Watertown. 
Of the operations at St. Regis I will tell in a later letter. 
Sufficient now to remark that great progress is being made, 
and things are being rushed for all they are worth. Still, 
it will be pretty near June, 1901, before this concern will 
be much of a factor in the news market. Paper will be 
made a little before that date, but not until then will the 
mill be in a perfect condition and ready to turn out paper 

e. anything like its full capacity. June 1, 1901, will then 
“Opening Day” at Great Bend, notwithstanding the 
* mighty “howl” which will probably go up from more than 
one-quarter of the paper trade as the above time limit is 
read! The canal is not done yet, by any means, and as for 
the tail race, well, a mighty good beginning has been made 
in that colossal operation, and with the additional statement 
that about all the progress possible is being made in the 
work, that is about all that can be said of the important 
part of the enormous engineering operation of the St. 
Regis Paper Company. Later I will tell you how far along 
the several buildings are, and note some of the machinery 
to be placed therein, none of which is yet on the ground. 
THE UNION BAG AND PAPER COMPANY. 

At Ballston, N. Y., the Union Bag and Paper Company 
is putting another digester in its pulp mill. This makes 
four digesters for the Glen Mill (formerly George West's), 
that is now running to its full capacity. I am looking for 
some very interesting things at this mill during the next 
few years—perhaps not only at this, but at other mills of 
the Union Bag and Paper Company. The company is going 
to do something new in the sulphite line, so just keep an 
eye on it. The present time is witnessing some interesting 
developments at the Glen Mill, especially in the disposal of 
the spent sulphite liquor. Something has to be done with 
the liquor from this mill, as it cannot be allowed to go 
into the creek. To begin with, that stream has about all 
it can do at present to keep itself wet—as for carrying away 
a few thousand barrels of spent liquor every day, that is 
simply impossible. At present the liquor is carried into 
holes dug in a field near the mill, and allowed to evaporate 
and soak into the earth. This proves a very slow and un- 
satisfactory way of doing the work. The liquor contains 
so much gluelike matter that the surface of the ground is 
quickly coated over with an impervious substance that pre- 
vents the leaking away of any more of the liquor. Then 
the rest of it has to disappear by evaporation, and the proc- 
ess is naturally very slow—especially in rainy weather! A 
feature of this mill is the handling of its freight to and 
from the steam railway by the street railway trolley cars, 
which I will describe later. 

A practical method of sulphite waste liquor disposal is 
wanted, and somebody will have to supply it right quick. 
It strikes me that the Union Bag and Paper Company in- 
tends to make a pretty big attempt at some kind of an ef- 
fective disposal method in the near future, and if it cannot 
find a “ready-made” method, it will do some pretty tall 
experimenting in that direction on its own account. 

The drouth seems to have been terrible in the vicinity 
of Ballston and Saratoga. In these places, and all along 
the railway down to Schenectady, the landscape seems to 
have been fairly baked and hardly a green thing can be 
seen except the leaves of the trees. The ground appears 

as brown as in the winter before snow appears. The cat- 
tle are dependent entirely upon feeding at the barn. There 
is nothing whatever for them to eat in their pastures, and 
in many places the heat has been so great that the bogs 
have dried out and burned to the bottom of the accumula- 
tion of peat. Many were still burning, and the piles of 
ashes in many a shallow excavation told where thousands 
of pounds of possible paper material for the future had 
gone up in smoke and down in ashes. 

In St. Lawrence County the dry weather is not so ap- 
parent. There is no moisture to spare, but the pastures are 
not burned to the root of each blade of grass, and the little 
streams still show mud at least where there was once 
water. All the streams of any size are lined with logs 
“hung up” along their banks, and there they will hang un- 
It is hard to believe that the 


til the autumn rains come. 

little creeks and rivers ever again can contain water 
enough to float the great accumulation of saw logs and 
pulp wood piled up along their banks. There is wood 


enough in the streams, if it can be gotten out in time, to 
keep the mills running all winter without cutting another 
stick this year. 

Away up in the rolling stretches of this place I found 
about as shining an example of “how not to do it” as there 
is in the United States. An old pulp mill was located 
there several years ago, and operated jn connection: with a 
pyrites mine which furnished the sulphur supply. There 


I found the decaying remains of a four or six tube acid 
tower. In fact, the tower is still standing, but its wooden 
framing is pretty mellow, and the use of the apparatus was 
discontinued long ago. Native limestone was used for 
charging the towers and a number of batteries of pyrites 
burners supplied sulphur gas. From the appearance of the 
pyrites it is not of very good quality, and, compared with 
the Western Massachusetts variety, seems to be a pretty 
poor source of sulphur supply. I am assisted in forming 
this opinion by the numerous abandoned mines in the vi- 
cinity, where once “‘copperas” (sulphate of iron) was made 
from the pyrites. There is still one mine in active opera- 
tion in the vicinity and a large amount of machinery has 
recently been installed there. The attempt will again be 
made to make Canton pyrites pay. 

But at the paper mill the pyrites business has been dis- 
continued and an absorption plant put in to furnish sul- 
phite liquor. A ‘double tank system is used, and the acid 
after completion is carried out of the mill and stored in 
tanks above the waste waterway. Possibly a more “double 
and twist’”” method of making acid could be devised, but if 
one has I never have seen it. To begin with, the sulphur 
burning pans are located across the river, and a narrow 
foot bridge must be threaded by the men who must go to 
the sulphur burners. The gas also has to be carried in a 
pipe over this bridge, and the work of keeping a tight 
gas pipe along a wooden bridge is a problem the manage- 
ment of that mill will know something about before next 
spring opens. The mill itself burned up, or down, a few 
years ago, and the digesters, long iron penstock and the 
machinery stood exposed to the beautiful winter weather 
of Northern New York. When the “boom” struck the 
paper business this old mill was pulled out of the ob- 
scurity which had rightfully surrounded it and a lot of 
good money was spent for machinery to start it again. 

AN UP-STATE ACID PLANT. 

Having given this brief scrap of the mill’s history, 
I will tell more about the “come and go” acid plant. The 
ideal in acid making according to present knowledge and 
experience is to locate the plant on a hillside and pass the 
gas in process by gravity directly from sulphur burners 
to acid tanks through the several processes. Then the 
way is straight, short and direct, and there is the least 
possible amount of piping to maintain. Here, in the mill 
referred to, the gas comes across a river to begin with. 
and then passes through the cooler, which is huddled in 
beside the air pump instead of being placed outside the 
mill, where the weatlfer would help the cooling to a con- 
siderable degree. The cooler stands below the level of 
the mixing tanks, which are lined up at one end of the 
row of digesters. Apparently the triple system is not in 
force in this mill, as only two pairs of tanks were in evi- 
dence. The gas, after being pulled into the absorption 
tanks by the exhauster, flows by gravity out of the mill 
again, to tanks placed over the tailrace. Here the acid 
remains until wanted, when it again enters the mill and 
flows by gravity through a long pipe to a pump placed 
beside the cooler. This pump throws the acid into the 
digesters. which seem to be fitted with Stebbins linings. 
The remarkable part of the operation at this point is that 
the acid enters the bottom of each digester, instead of 
being forced into storage tanks at the top of the mill, as 
the best practice demands. A large pipe runs along the 
floor beneath the row of digesters, and each is connected 
with said pipe by means of a vertical branch pipe, in 
which is a plug valve which is intended to control the 
supply*of acid. As these valves will be under full pressure 
when the digesters are cooking, there will be lots of fun 
in keeping them tight as soon as the acid begins to find its 
way down through their construction—as it surely will. 

The buildings were burned some time ago, and naturally 
the machinery was not improved thereby. The hydraulic 
works were evidently first-class when put in, consisting of 
all iron construction and wheels on horizontal shafts. 
There is also a fine electric light plant just installed, but 
here the good things end and the poor ones commence. 
The layout of the mill is bad from an engineering stand- 
point. The belts are all short and have to be strained to 
their utmost to enable them to do their work. Imagine a 
huge four-pocket grinder driven by a ten-ply Gandy belt 
over pulleys less than 20 feet apart. and you have an ex- 
ample. Also—but I will have to let some of the other 
things go until later before describing them. J. F. H. 


River Water Not Polluted. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

LyncHBURG, Va., September 17.—Owing to reports of 
the pollution of James River by the new pulp mill at 
Covington, five gallons of water were sent from. here to 
Mallet, of the University of Virginia, for 
analysis. The result of Professor Mallet’s investigation, 
which has been received here, shows that-there is no poi- 
sonous matter in the water, and that it is good for drink- 
ing purposes. Thefe is general complaint of the water 
of the James from Lynchburg west, and in many places 
the river has been abandoned for drinking purposes.

Improvements in Calenders. 


In smoothing, glossing or embossing calenders, elastic 
rollers are generally made to work together with hard rol- 
lers, because two hard rollers could not be made with suf- 
ficient accuracy to produce a uniform effect, says a writer 
in the World’s Paper Trade Review. Hitherto the de- 
sired elasticity of the roller surface has been obtained by 
providing the roller with a jacket of paper, cotton, cocoanut 
fibre, wood, wool or similar materials. Such rollers are 
used in the manufacture of paper and textile fabrics, for 
smoothing, glossing, also in embossing machines or gof- 
fering calenders, for embossing patterns on paper and 
woven fabrics. As the metal rollers used in conjunction 
with the elastic rollers are in most cases extensively 
heated, and heat is produced also by the great pressure 
under which the calenders are working, roller jackets 
made of paper, cotton fabric or other vegetable fibre are 
subject to deterioration, which not only affects the dura- 
bility of the rollers, but also the quality of the work pro- 
duced by the same. 

The subject has received the attention of Mr. Eck, of 
Dusseldorf, who, to avoid the drawback mentioned, makes 
the elastic jacket of asbestos or asbestos fabric, instead of 
cotton fabric or ordinary paper. Owing to the elasticity 
of the asbestos fibre, roller jackets made from it adapt 
themselves to the surface of the metal rollers with the 
same facility and accuracy as rollers of paper, cotton, or 
other vegetable fibre. 

The means for mounting the asbestos or asbestos fabric 
on the roller core, and for securing it on the same, may be 
similar to those usually employed for the elastic jackets, 
after the circular disks of asbestos or asbestos fabric to be 
motnted on the core have been provided with the recess 
corresponding to the sectional area of the core. It should 
be remembered, however, that owing to the smoothness of 
the mass made from asbestos or asbestos fabric, it possesses 
very little adhesive property, so that the jacket will easily 
slip on the core, unless special precautions are taken to 
prevent such an occurrence. A simple but effective means 
for the prevention of slipping consists in providing the 
surface of the roller core with grooves or ribs running 
parallel to the roller axis. 

Mr. Eck, who has recently been granted a British patent, 
mentions in his specification that the manufacture of such 
rollers is preferably as follows: On a roller core having 
in its surface grooves parallel to the roller axis are placed 
a number of,circular disks ~which consist of asbestos or 
asbestos fabric, and are stamped out in aecordance with 
the sectional area of the core; subsequently the disks are 
strongly compressed between two end disks and finally 
turned or ground smooth. 


New Photo Paper. 


A new process for making sensitive photographic paper 
by using phosphate of silver in combination with organic 
acids, such as acetic, tartaric or succinic, is described in the 
Revue de la Papeterie.. Phosphate of silver has the prop- 
erty of forming emulsions with organic acids, acting in 
every respect like the emulsions of the haloids of silver 
on albumen, gelatine or collodion. The process is as fol- 
lows: 

Add to a liquid solution of 1 dram or 1.772 grammes 
of nitrate of silver a complete solution of phosphate of 
sodium. The resulting phosphate of silver is washed and 
decanted to a reduction of 1 liquid ounce. To this liquid 
silver phosphate add, under vigorous stirring, 5 drams of 
water. In this manner we obtain a white jelly of 2 ounces 
weight, containing a quantity of phosphate of silver, which 
is equivalent to the dram of nitrate of silver employed in 
the process. All of these substances must be chemically 
pure including the water. In order to render the prepara- 
tion quite fluid, make it lukewarm, stir vigorously with a 
glass rod, or give the contents in the bottle a good shak- 
ing. 

Beginners may facilitate the preparation of the emul- 
sion by adding 2 drams of tartaric acid in 2 drams of 
water. Leaving the emulsion in a gelatinous condition 
will cause crystallization and the suspension of a part of 
the silver. Citric acid seems to show the greatest affinity 
with silver phosphate. Twelve drams of citric acid, mixed 
with the above described ounce of liquid phosphate of 
siwer, will produce a clear, transparent solution of a re- 
markably sensitive quality. On a sheet of paper having 
been previously covered with albumen or gelatine, and 
prepared with silver phospate, the photographic impres- 
sion will be made in a much shorter time than it would 
require on a covering with silver haloids heretofore in use. 

The process offers the advantage of being apnlicable 
without the aid of albumen or gelatine, and far counter- 
acting an excess of silver only a short jmmersion in a 
thin solution of hyposulphite of soda is sufficient, which, 
promoted by the presence of the organic acid, will pro- 
duce a very black impression within a very few minutes. 
The application of albumen may serve to prevent the 
proofs treated in the sulphurous solution from turning 
yellowish, and may also resist the atmospheric oxidation.

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STRAW PAPER SLUMPS. 


The Price Reported to Have Been Reduced $4 a Ton—As 
a Rule Business Is Good, and the Decline Is 
Regarded as Surprising. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 17.—A decided slump in straw 
paper has been noted in this vicinity the past week and the 
prospects are that unless certain affairs shape themselves 
auspiciously the cut will continue. However, this is not a 
pronounced probability. A number of the manufacturers 
who have been connected with the Straw Paper Manu- 
facturers’ Association of the United States, which now ex- 
ists only nominally speaking, it is-stated agreed to prune 
the price of straw paper to the extent of $4 per ton. In 
view of conditions this is a marked decline. The price has 
been $1.05 per hundred. 

It has been a subject of comment for some time that the 
price of straw paper has not gone higher. Particularly did 
this question come prominently before an expectant trade 
several months ago, when makers of straw papers were 
scouring the country in the hope of securing sufficient raw 
material to continue business. At that time it would have 
been more than consistent, yea justifiable, to order an ad- 
vance, but internal strifes prevented a successful culmina- 
tion of well-laid plans. 

Present conditions are not favorable to a decline. Busi- 
ness is good, and while some of the straw paper plants in 
this part of the country have been idle from time to time, 
local conditions, outside of the admitted scarcity of straw, 
for a time were responsible for the situation. Dissensions 
and “‘dare-you-to-cut”’ conrpetition, the kind that is actu- 
ated not for the good of the trade, have brought about a 
situation that must be remedied. Certainly there is little 
money in the business as it is proceeding. Some manufac- 
turers claim that it will result in a positive loss if the plan 
is followed indefinitely, and remedial measures are likely 
to be taken. The combine has been a success only in a 
measure. 


Now with ample straw at hand, even if the freight rates 
are high, the trade is in a condition to make money, as the 
volume of business is sufficient. But other difficulties arise 
and many of the makers are between the forked-tailed indi- 
vidual and the deep blue sea. Of course, the situation is 
not general in its application, but the decline will affect to 
a material extent the entire Middle West. M. V. 


Wall Paper Travelers Entertained.

BurFraLo, N. Y., September 17.—George K. Birge, of 
M. H. Birge & Sons Company, manufacturer of wall 
paper at Niagara and Maryland streets, this city, enter- 
tained on Tuesday last two dozen of the company’s travel- 
ing salesmen. They lunched at the Buffalo Club early in 
the afternoon, and afterward enjoyed a ride in automobiles 
out Delaware avenue, through the park to the Pan-Amer- 
ican grounds. Later they were entertained at Mr. Birge’s 
home. 

The business of M. H. Birge & Sons Company was un- 
til recently identified with that of the National Wall Paper 
Company, otherwise known as the “Wall Paper Trust.” 
On the dissolution of that concern the Birge Company 
resumed business on its own account. 

In marketing its output the company employs thirty or 
more competent salesmen, covering the United States, Can- 
ada and Mexico. Some of these men had been in the em- 
ploy of the company prior to the time when it was merged 
with the trust, but most of them are new employees of the 
Birge people. At any rate, but few of them had ever seen 
the company’s factory here, so Mr. Birge concluded it 
would be wise to assemble them in Buffalo in order that 
they might acquaint themselves personally with the mem- 
bers of the firm, familiarize themselves with the scope and 
magnitude of its business and impress themselves with the 
extent and importance of Buffalo as an industrial centre. 
He also wished to give them an adequate conception of the 
prospects of the Pan-American Exposition, figuring that 
when they scatter over the vast territory they cover they 
would be in position to effectually advertise the Exposition 


if they were familiar with its magnitude and purposes. In 
the party were: William F. Kelleher, of Hartford, Conn. ;

The Hartford Manila Company. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

Hartrorp, Conn., September 17.—Maro S. Chapman, of 
Manchester, receiver of the Hartford Manila Company, 
filed the first report of his receivership last week with the 
clerk of the Superior Court. The report will be sent to 
Judge Roraback, who appointed Mr. Chapman, and it then 
will be determined whether the business will be continued 
as now or the mill closed and the property sold. 

Mr. Chapman was appointed receiver on July 31, and 
his appointment was confirmed on August 13. The summer 
is not a good time for the paper trade. The report is only 
for the month of August, and it shows that the business 
was conducted at a loss of $334.72. When Mr. Chapman 
was before Judge Roraback at the hearing on his perma- 
nent appointment, he told the judge that as the summer 
was a bad time for the paper trade he could not be expected 
to make a good showing, but he was satisfied that he could 
run the mill and pay all creditors with the opening of the 
fall trade. The report shows that on August 31, 1900, there 
were on hand raw materials, $9,270.05; finished, $2,488.45, 
and cash, $1,328.36. During the month of August the sales 
of paper aggregated $8,256.52. Conn.

There- 
fore it is only natural that complaint about trade should be 
general. All admit, however, that there is a good, strong 
inquiry for supplies. The trouble seems to be that would- 
be buyers are still holding back their orders, getting along 
meantime by replenishing stocks just enough to satisfy 
pressing needs and no more. The effect on the mills of 
this holding-back policy is that it increases the eagerness 
of the manufacturers to book enough business to keep the 
mills running. As a result all quotations continue weak. 
A few jobbers and one or two mill representatives report 
better business. It should be stated that these men are the 
exceptions to the rule. Although quotations are weak, still 
they remain just about the same as last week. If there has 
been any positive change in the figures, the quotation on 
hangings no doubt leads in this respect. For very large or- 
ders it is said that the price has been cut to 2.20¢., less 5 
per cent. The lowest quotation heretofore reported on 
hangings was 2.32c.,Jess 5 per cent, Both. of, these auota- 
tions come from Western mills. All “grades” of manilas con- 
tinue weak. Book papers are also reported at a low level. 
As the printers have not as yet got to work in earnest, the 
demand for writings is not very strong. On news paper 
the figure is around 2.65c. for large orders and 234c. for 
small ones. Big contracts are taken at from 24@2'%c. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the present market is not in 
a satisfactory condition, still the trade has confidence that 
it will improve very soon.
